Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Commissioner  of  Markets 
and  City  Property  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  in 
the  name  of  the  City,  from  the  Philadelphia  National  Bank, 
for  the  use  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds,  the  western  front 
office  on  the  first  floor  of  the  banking  house  thereof,  at  an 
annual  rental  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars,  payable 
quarterly  ;  and  also,  the  two  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  main  building  of  the  said  banking  house,  at  the  same 
annual  rent,  payable  at  the  same  times,  for  a  term  of  five 
years,  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1874,  with  the  privi- 
lege of  an  additional  term  of  three  years,  on  three  months' 
written  notice  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  ;  all  altera- 
tions needed  to  connect  the  said  rooms  on  the  second  floor, 
so  as  to  adapt  them  to  the  aforesaid  purposes,  to  be  at  the 
expense  of  the  bank,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  retain 
possession  of  the  last  mentioned  rooms  until  January  1st, 
1875,  or  for  any  shorter  period.

Motto. — Philadelphia  Maneto. 

Sect.  2.  The  seal  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  shall  contain 
the  words  and  letters  on  a  ribband,  like  the  fi.rst  seal 
adopted  by  the  corporation — 1701 — Seal  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia — and  shall  have  a  diameter  of  two  and  one- 
quarter  inches. 
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Sect.  3.  The  seal  of  the  Treasury  shall  conform  to  the 
seal  of  the  Major,  but  shall  have  a  diameter  of  two  inches 
only.

AN  ACT 

T  oprevent  traflic  in  children.

any  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who  shall  ap- 
prentice, give  away,  let  out,  hire,  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
such  minor  or  minors  to  any  person  for  the  purpose  of 
singing,  playing  on  musical  instruments,  begging,  peddling, 
or  for  any  mendicant  business  whatsoever  in  the  streets, 
roads  and  other  highways  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  who- 
soever shall  take,  receive,  hire,  employ,  use,  or  have  in  cus- 
tody any  such  minor  for  the  vocation,  occupation,  calling, 
service  or  purpose  of  singing,  playing  upon  musical  iustru- 
ments,  or  begging  upon  the  streets,  roads  or  other  highways 
of  this  Commonwealth,  or  for  any  mendicant  business  what- 
ever, shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and

RESOLUTION 


Of  request  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Common- 
wealth ba  requested  to  eniot  into  laws,  the  two  bills  pre- 
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pared  by  the  commission  appointed  to  adjust  the  laws  and 
Ordinances  to  the  requirements  of  the  New  Constitution,  to 
wit: 

AN  ACT 

Providinc:  for  the  laying  out,  opening,  widcnins:  and  vacating  of  streets  in 
cities  containinir  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  hy  author- 
ity of  the  same,  That  in  any  City  of  this  Commonwealth 
which  contains  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  inhabi- 
tants, the  Councils  of  such  City  shall  have  authority,  which 
shall  be  exclusive,  except  so  far  as  hereinafter  provided 
otherwise,  to  provide  for  and  direct  the  laying  out,  opening, 
widening  and  vacating  of  streets  therein,  whenever  they 
shall  deem  the  public  exigency  to  demand  the  same. 

Sect.  2,  That  the  plan  which  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  of  such  City  (if  any  such  Board  exist), 
shall  be  by  them  transmitted  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions, of  the  county  to  which  said  City  belongs,  for  confir- 
mation or  rejection,  and  on  such  approval  and  confirmatioa 
being  given,  but  not  otherwise,  the  said  plan  shall  take 
effect  and  become  operative. 

Sect.  3.  That  no  streets  which  are  upon  the  public  plans 
of  any  such  City,  shall  be  widened  or  vacated  by  the 
Councils  of  the  same,  unless  the  resolution  or  Ordinance  of 
Councils  directing  such  widening  or  vacating  shall,  previ- 
ously to  any  alteration  in  the  streets,  receive  the  approval 
of  the  said  Board  of  Surveyors  and  confirmation  by  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  the  section  hereof,  and  this  section  shall  apply 
whether  such  streets  have  been  or  have  not  been  opened. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  street  shall  be  opened  in  any  such  City 
unless  the  same  shall  have  been  previously  placed  upon  the 
public  plans  of  the  said  City  iu  accordance  with  law. 

Sect.  5.  That  whenever  said  Councils  shall  direct  the 
opening  or  widening  of  any  street  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  they  shall  provide  for  the  giving  of 
three  months'  notice  thereof  to  the  owners  of  such  ground 
as  will  be  taken,  and   thereupon  any   such  owner,  or  the 
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Mayor  of  the  said  City,  may  petition  said  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  for  viewers  to  assess  the  damages  which  will  be 
caused  to  such  owners  by  the  taking  of  their  ground  for 
such  opening  or  widening,  and  upon  such  petition  being 
presented,  the  said  court  shall  appoint  six  disinterested 
freeholders,  residing  and  owning  real  estate  in  such  City,  as 
jurors  to  assess  the  said  damages,  whose  duty  shall  be,  first 
to  make  and  subscribe  an  affidavit  (which  shall  be  returned 
to  the  court  together  with  their  report),  they  shall  not  have 
any  communication  or  conversation  with  any  person  on  the 
subject  of  the  matter  which  they  are  appointed  to  inquire 
into,  except  when  the  said  jury  is  assembled  to  discharge 
its  duties,  and  that  they  will  faithfully,  impartially,  and  to 
the  best  of  their  judgment  discharge  all  the  duties  entrusted 
to  them ;  second,  to  ascertam  and  report  to  said  court  what 
damages  the  parties  claiming  the  same  are  entitled  to,  after 
deducting  the  value  of  the  benefits  which  will  arise  to  such 
claimants  from  such  opening  or  widening  ;  third,  to  assess 
and  apportion  the  same  among  and  against  such  owners  of 
land  as  shall  be  benefited  by  such  opening  or  widening ; 
and  fourth,  when  any  question  of  law  is  raised  before  such 
jury,  to  inform  said  court  thereof,  and  of  such  facts  as  are 
involved  therein  in  their  report  upon  the  damages;  and  the 
said  court  may  either  confirm  the  said  report  or  set  it  aside, 
or  send  it  back  to  the  same  jury  for  revision. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  competent  for  said  Councils  to 
provide,  by  any  Ordinance  which  directs  the  opening  or 
widening  of  any  street,  that  such  opening  or  widening  shall 
not  be  done  unless  the  owners  of  the  ground  to  be  taken 
thereby  shall  first  dedicate  the  same,  or  unless  the  persons  to 
be  benefited  by  such  opening  or  widening,  or  some  of 
them,  shall  first  indemnify  the  City  in  which  such  streets 
are  located  against  any  loss  or  expenditure  arising  from 
the  assessment  of  damages  to  owners  of  ground  from  such 
opening  or  widening,  or  if  the  damages  which  should  be 
assessed  upon  the  said  City  should  amount  to  more  than  a 
sum  which  may  in  such  case  be  fixed  by  said  Councils; 
and  the  said  City  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  damages  in 
such  cases,  except  so  far  as  may.  bo  contemplated  and  pro- 
vided for  in  such  Ordinance. 

Sect.  7.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Councils  of  any 
such  City,  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  for  the  opening 
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and  widening  of  a  street,  after  the  expiration  of  said  three 
months'  notice,  on  giving  security  for  the  damages  which 
may  be  caused  thereby,  in  such  form  and  to  such  an  amount 
as  said  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  may  direct,  forthwith  to 
open  or  widen  such  street,  and  to  take  possession  of  the 
ground  which  may  be  necessary  therefor. 

Sect.  8.  That  any  claimant  or  City  affected  by  the  action 
of  any  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  upon  the  report  of  any 
jury  appointed  under  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the 
matters  affecting  the  said  claimant  or  City  tried  before  the 
said  court  and  a  jury,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  court  may 
by  suitable  rules  and  regulations  direct  for  such  cases,  and 
the  judgment  of  the  court  entered  by  leave  thereof  on  the 
verdict  of  such  a  jury  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

Sect.  9.  That  any  claimant  or  City  affected  by  the  action 
of  any  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  upon  the  report  of  any 
jury  appointed  under  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  writ  of 
certiorari  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  Commonwealth, 
whenever  the  same  shall  be  allowed  by  the  said  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  but  not  otherwise,  and  such  writ  of  certio- 
rari shall  be  a  supersedeas,  except  in  the  cases  provided  for 
in  the  seventh  section  hereof. 

Sect.  10.  That  on  the  final  confirmation  of  the  report  of 
any  jury  appointed  under  this  act,  or  on  the  judgment  of 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  entered  on  a  verdict  of  a 
jury,  as  provided  in  the  eighth  section  hereof,  the  damages 
assessed  shall  be  paid,  in  the  first  instance  by  the  City  in- 
terested, and  the  said  City  shall*  have  the  right  to  collect 
such  amounts  as  m^y  be  assessed  against  the  owners  of 
land  benefited  in  the  same  manner  as  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia is  now  by  law  enabled  to  do  in  such  cases. 

Sect.  11.  That  no  person  shall  be  appointed  or  serve  upon 
more  than  one  jury  to  assess  damages  at  the  same  time. 

Sect.  12.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  which  are  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  Cities  having  over  three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants. 

AN  ACT 

Conferring  npon  the  Councils  of  certain  Cities  of  tlais  Commonwealth  the 
power  to  reorganize  the  Municipal  Departments  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
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met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  authority  of  the  same,  That 
in  all  Cities  of  this  Commonwealth  containing  more  than 
three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  the  Councils  of  said 
Cities  are  hereby  vested  with  full  and  ample  power  and 
authority  to  modify  the  powers  and  duties  of  any  officer  or 
department  thereof;  and  ibr  that  purpose  to  enact  that  after 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  existing  officer  or  officer 
elect,  such  office  shall  cease,  and  the  duties  thereof  be  im- 
posed on  other  officers  or  departments  now  existing  or  by 
Ordinance  to  be  established.

Tbe  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1875  as 
one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  of  the  said  year,  viz. : 
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Item  1.  For  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sura 
of  six  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  ten  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  sixty-five  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  eight  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  City  property, 
the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  department  of  fire,  the  sum  of  five 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  six  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  cents. 

Item  13.  For  street  cleaning,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  14.  For  the  improvement  of  Broad  and  Market 
streets  with  improved  pavement,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  15.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-four  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  (except  the  sum  of  five  cents  in 
Item  14)  to  lurther  direction  by  Ordinance ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by 
the  eighteenth  section  of  the  act  of  February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  ''A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
act   to   incorporate   the   City  of  Fhiladelpbia,"  approved

April  17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance 
made  to  the  payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the 
non-payment  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit:  At  the 
rate  of  nine  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date  of  pay- 
ment until  the  first  day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  regulate  the  printing  and  issue  of  warrants  for  the  departments  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Controller  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  have  printed  for  the  use  of  all 
of  the  departments  of  the  City,  a  form  of  warrants,  in  such 
style  and  device  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Committee  of 
Finance. 

Sect.  2.  That  on  and  after  January  first,  A.  D.  1875,  no 
other  form  of  warrants  than  that  provided  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  used  in  any  department  of  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  blank  warrants  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
placed  in  the  custody  of  the  City  Controller,  and  delivered 
by  him  to  the  several  departments  of  the  City,  and  he  shall 
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take  a  receipt  from  the  head  of  the  respective  departments 
for  the  number  or  quantity  of  said  blank  warrants  so  de- 
livered. 

Sect.  4.  Each  department  shall  account  to  the  City- 
Controller  for  each  and  every  warrant  issued,  and  shall 
have  all  of  said  warrants  remaining  on  hand  at  the  close 
of  each  and  every  year,  returned  to  and  destroyed  by  him. 

Sect.  5.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1875, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Controller  to  register  all 
warrants  previous  to  their  delivery  to  individuals  or  de- 
partments; said  registry  shall  be  in  books  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  numbers,  and  when  completed  delivered  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor. 

Sect.  6.  The  City  Controller  shall  un  or  before  the  first 
day  of  October  in  each  year,  report  to  Councils  the  num- 
ber of  warrants  required  for  the  succeeding  year,  and  no 
greater  number  of  warrants  shall  be  printed  and  issued 
than  may  be  authorized  by  Councils  to  be  delivered  to  the 
City  Controller.  And  all  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordi- 
nances inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE

AN  ORDINANCE 


Constituting  the  Department  of  niRliways,  Bridges  and  Sewers  for  ttie  City 
of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
PhiladelpJda  do  ordain^  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  A.  D.  1875,  the  Department  of  Highways, 
Bridges  and  Sewers  of  said  City,  shall  be  constituted  as 
follows :  One  Chief  Commissioner,  at  a  salary  of  four 
thousand  (4,000)  doHars ;  six  assistant  commissioners, 
at  a  salary  of  two  thousand  doHars  each ;  one  Superin- 
tendent of  City  Kailroads,  at  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  ;  one  chief  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  ;   one  assistant  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  one 
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thousand  dollars  ;  one  license  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  thirteen 
hundred  dollars ;  one  assistant  license  clerk,  at  a  salary  of 
one  thousand  dollars ;  one  miscellaneous  clerk,  at  a  salary 
of  one  thousand  dollars  ;  one  messenger,  at  a  salary  of 
eight  hundred  dollars,  and  twelve  street  superintendents, 
at  a  salary  each  of  one  thousand  dollars,  together  with 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  hereafter  created  by  Councils. 

Sect.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1875,  the  building  and  repairing  of  all  bridges, 
culverts,  sewers  and  inlets,  the  opening,  grading,  curbing, 
paving,  repaving,  and  repairing  of  all  streets,  roads,  lanes, 
alleys,  and  other  highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
shall  be  under  the  control,  supervision  and  management 
of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  of  said   City. 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1875, 
Councils  shall  elect,  in  Joint  Convention,  by  viva  voce  vote, 
one  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  to  serve  two  years; 
the  said^  Chief  Commissioner  shall,  on  the  second  Monday 
of  January,  1875,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  appoint 
six  assistant  commissioners,  whose  term  shall  be  two  years, 
(three  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  and  three  for 
two  years),  and  until  their  successors  be  duly  qualified. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Chief  Commissioner  to  assign 
the  assistant  commissioners  to  their  respective  districts,  and 
the  said  assistant  commissioners  shall  have  charge  of  the 
respective  districts  to  which  they  shall  have  been  assigned, 
and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  work  done 
therein  by  order  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  (who  may,  at 
his  discretion,  at  any  time  assign  any  of  the  said  assistants 
to  any  other  district  he  may  deem  for  the  advantage  of  the 
department).  The  said  assistant  commissioners  shall  enforce 
all  laws  and  Ordinances  relative  to  the  Department  of  High- 
ways, and  shall  have  charge  of  and  direct  (subject  as  afore- 
said to  the  Chief  Commissioner)  the  street  superintendents 
and  workmen  that  may  be  employed  within  the  limits  of 
their  respective  districts. 

Sect.  4.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1875,  the  City  shall  be  divided  into  six  (6)  highway 
districts,  as  follows  : 

First  District.  That  portion  of  the  City  lying  south  of 
South  street,  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers. 
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Second  District.  That  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
South  street  and  Poplar  street,  and  from  the  Delaware  to 
the  Schuylkill  river. 

Third  District.  That  portion  of  the  City  lying  north  of 
Poplar  street  and  west  of  Broad  street  to  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, including  all  that  portion  of  the  Twenty-second  Ward 
lying  east  of  Broad  street. 

Fourth  District.  All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
of  Poplar  street  and  east  side  of  Broad  street,  exclusive  of 
the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fifth  Wards. 

Fiftli  District.  All  that  portion  of  the  Citv  lying  and 
being  in  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fifth  Wards. 

Sixth  District.  AH  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  west 
of  the  Schuylkill  river. 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  any  street  or  other  highway  is  to 
be  opened,  graded  or  paved,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  shall  have  power  to  call  upon  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer and  Surveyor  of  the  City,  for  the  necessary  lines  and 
heights,  and  for  estimates  of  the  amount  of  grading  re- 
quired, and  the  number  of  yards  of  paving  of  intersections, 
and  for  all  other  work  to  be  paid  for  by  the  City  ;  and  the 
said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  immediately  furnish 
such  lines  and  estimates  for  the  use  of  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  charged 
to  the  person  doing  the  work,  and  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  said  person. 

Sect.  6.  That  on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  1875, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  shall  appoint  (subject  to  the  approval  of 
Select  Council)  twelve  street  superintendents,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  assigned  to  each  district  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
who  shall  hold  their  positions  during  good  behavior,  sub- 
ject to  removal  by  the  Chief  Commissioner ;  said  street 
superintendents  to  reside  in  the  districts  for  which  they 
are  appointed. 

Sect.  7.  The  Chief  Commissioner  shall  give  security 
with  two  or  more  sureties  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars;  each  assistant  commissioner  as  appointed  and 
confirmed  by  Select  Council,  shall  give  security  in  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  tlie  license  clerk  and 
each  street  superintendent  shall  give  security  in  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be 
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real  estate  securities,  and  the  bonds  shall  be  entered  of 
record  as  securities  of  other  City  officers. 

Sect.  8.  The  Chief  Commissioner  shall  forthwith  provide 
an  office  and  yard  in  each  district  for  the  storage  of  ma- 
terials and  tools,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Highways;  the  assistant  commissioners  shall  have  office 
hours  each  day  for  the  reception  of  complaints,  and  to  re- 
ceive orders  from  the  Chief;  and  no  compensation  shall 
be  allowed  for  the  keep  or  hire  of  horse  for  use  of  the 
Chief  or  assistant  commissioners.  The  Chief  Commissioner 
shall  prepare  and  enforce  such  orders  and  rules  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Sect.  9.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  ap- 
point, with  the  consent  and  approval  of  Select  Council,  one 
chief  clerk,  one  assistant  clerk,  one  license  clerk,  one  as- 
sistant license  clerk,  one  miscellaneous  clerk,  and  one  mes- 
senger, whenever  vacancies  may  occur. 

Sect.  10.  The  owners  of  property  desiring  to  have  the 
streets  which  shall  pass  through  their  property  paved, 
shall  apply  to  Councils  by  petition,  to  which  shall  be 
attached  a  certificate  of  the  district  surveyor,  that  the 
petitioners  are  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property 
between  the  points  .named.  After  an  Ordinance  shall  be 
passed  for  the  paving  of  any  street,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Chief  Commissioner  to  award  the  contract  for  the  same 
to  a  practical  paver  or  pavers,  regularly  engaged  in  such 
business,  and  known  to  be  such  :  Provided,  The  security 
for  the  same  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  regulated  by  Act 
of  Assembly  :  Provided^  That  any  contractor  failing  to 
perform  his  work  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  his  con- 
tract, shall  be  deemed  a  defaulter,  and  no  bid  shall  there- 
after be  received  from  or  contract  awarded  to  such  default- 
ing contractor. 

Sect.  11.  All  bills  to  be  presented  in  triplicate,  and  to 
be 'first  approved  by  the  assistant  commissioner  of  the 
district  in  which  the  work  is  done  or  materials  furnished, 
a  copy  of  which  shall  be  retained  by  the  assistant.  Copies 
of  all  contracts  and  specifications  made  for  work  in  each 
district,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  assistant  com- 
missioner in  which  the  work  is  to  be  done,  in  order  that 
he  may  be  fully  informed  as  to  the  requirements  of  said 
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contract,  and  in  order  that  be  may  see  to  the  proper  ful- 
filment thereof.     All  Ordinances  or  parts  of  Ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed.

Item  19.  For  record  books  for  county  offices  and  sta- 
tionery for  the  courts,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars. 

Item  20,  To  pay  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital 
for  board  of  persons  placed  there  by  order  of  court,  three 
thousand  (3,0U0)  dollars;  and  warrants  against  this  item 
shall  be  paid  on  presentation,  without  reference  to  the  Or- 
dinance requiring  the  stamping  of  warrants. 

Item  21.  To  pay  Inspectors  of  the  Eastern  Penitentiary 
for  the  expenses  of  prisoners  of  Philadelphia,  twenty-four 
thousand  (24,000)  dollars. 

Item  22.  To  pay  Managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge,  in 
quarterly  payments,  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred 
(37,500)  dollars. 

Item  23.  To  pay  officers  of  the  elections  for  the  year 
1875,  thirty-two  thousand  (32,000)  dollars. 

Item  24.  To  pay  clerks  and  messengers  for  the  return 
judges  of  the  elections  of  1875,  seven  hundred  (700)  dol- 
lars. 

Item  25.  For  ballot  boxes  for  the  elections  of  1875, 
one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars. 

Item  26.  For  stationery,  blanks  and  printing  required 
by  tlie  officers  of  the  elections  of  1875,  eleven  thousand 
(11,000)  dollars. 

Item  27.  To  pay  assessors,  thirty  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred (30,800)  dollars. 

Item  28.  To  pay  for  advertising,  books,  blanks,  postage, 
blank  books,  printing  and  stationery  for  assessors,  eleven 
thousand  (L  1,000)  dollars. 

Item  29.  To  pay  for  cancelling  presses,  at  eight  dollars 
each,  and  altering  plates,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  30.  To  pay  for  rent  of  rooms  for  holding  extra  as- 
sessments, three  thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  dollars. 

Item  31.  To  pay  for  printing  assessors'  lists  of  qualified 
electors,  thirty-one  thousand  (31,000)  dollars. 
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Item  32.  To  pay  for  posting  assessors'  lists,  fourteen  hun- 
dred (1400)  dollars. 

Item  33.  To  pay  for  copying  assessors'  books  of  quali- 
fied electors,  at  one  cent  per  name,  live  thousand  (5,000)  dol- 
lars. 

Item  34.  To  pay  for  rent  of  rooms,  in  which  elections 
are  held,  at  five  dollars  each,  six  thousand  eight  hundred 
(6,800)  dollars. 

Item  35.  To  pay  for  distributing  ballot  boxes  for  the 
elections  of  1875,  seven  hundred  (700)  dollars. 

Item  36.  To  pay  for  advertising  Sheriff's  proclamations 
of  1875,  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars. 

Item  37.  To  pay  for  printing  and  posting  sheriff's  proc- 
lamations of  1875,  eighteen  hundred  (1800)  dollars. 

Item  38.  To  pay  for  recording  elections  of  1875,  two 
hundred  (200)  dollars. 

Item  39.  To  pay  salaries  of  Commissioners,  six  thousand 
(6,000)  dollars. 

Item  40.  To  pay  salary  of  clerk,  twelve  hundred  (1200) 
dollars,  and  messenger,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars  ;  two 
thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

Item  41.  For  posting,  advertising  and  printing,  one  thou- 
sand (1,000)  dollars. 

<Item  42.  For  cleansing  and  office  expenses,  four  hun- 
dred (400)  dollars. 

Item  43.  For  books  and  stationery  for  office,  six  hun- 
dred (600)  dollars. 

Item  44.  For  miscellaneous  expenses,  four  hundred  (400) 
dollars. 

Item  45.  For  fitting  up  a  vault  for  reception  of  ballot 
boxes,  six  hundred  (600)  dollars. 

Provided^  That  the  Controller  shall  countersign  no  war- 
rant drawn  on  Items  10, 12,  13  and  14,  until  furnished  with 
a  certificate  of  the  City  Solicitor,  that  he  has  carefully  ex- 
amined the  charges  and  fees  and  com))ared  them  with  the 
law  and  the  docket  entries  and  other  records  of  the  courts, 
and  finds  the  fees  and  charges  to  be  correct  and  legal : 
Provided  also,  That  the  City  Commissioners  shall  draw  no 
warrants  for  the  pay  of  assessors  or  election  officers  in 
any  division,  unless  said  assessors  or  election  officers  shall 
have  returned  lh.?  clocfvon  Ir.v/,  Bible  and  press  in  good 
order,  to  the  office  of  s^ift  Commissioners;   and  the  Con- 
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troller  shall  countersign  no  warrant  drawn  for  rent  of  room, 
until  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  for  the  actual  occupant  of  the 
premises  at  the  time  of  the  election  :  And  provided  further ^ 
That  said  Commissioners  shall  prepare,  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  suitable  specifications 
for  all  the  supplies  for  printing,  blank  books,  binding  and 
stationery  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance.  And  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  advertise  iti  the  month  of  January,  in 
three  daily  newspapers,  and  three  times  in  each,  for  propo- 
sals for  furnishing  said  supplies  for  the  year  1875,  in  con- 
formity with  said  specifications ;  said  proposals  to  be  opened 
by  the  said  Commissioners  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee 
on  E'inance,  and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder.  And  no  order  for  supplies  shall  be  given  in  antici- 
pation of  the  wants  of  the  department,  but  it  shall  be 
ordered  only  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  rendered  neces- 
sary by  the  requisitions  from  said  regular  business  of  the 
department.  And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  for  the  said 
appropriation  by  the  City  Commissioners  in  conformity 
with  existing  Ordinances.
